FISH. 


Samoans Usa a Cocoanut Leaf Cham 
Half a Md* Long. 
A Samoan fishing boe is a unique 
sight to witness. 
Cocoanut leaves are 
gathered in abundance nnd secured, 
doubled and tripled, end to end, to 
form a long prickly chain, round la 
appearance and about three feet In di­ 
ameter. 
These leaf chains are often 
woven to a length of half a mile 
When the chain Is complete all the 
men of that particular village turn out 
en masse with their “paopaoa,” or Sa 
moan canoes. 
When the tide is high tho chain is 
stretched 
across some 
convenient 
place, supported by natives in their [>a 
opnos or simply wading where the aha! 
lowness will perm it 
The cocoanut 
seine !s then submerged and slowly 
forced shoreward, the prickly points 
driving the ash before them. 
When 
the point is ranched where tho chain 
can rest upon the bottom and still pro 
trode slightly from the water the na 
tlves after securing the ends to Hie 
bench retire and walt for tin* tide to 
recede, leaving the fish high and dry. 
It is often found that large fish are 
driven aw l caught In this manner, hut 
since they are capable of jumping the 
barrier they are dispatched with sjwars 
at once. 
The catches of fish thus 
made are sometimes enormous and of 
ten nuns tier thousands. - Los Angelo* 
Times.

In tin* United States National m u­ 
seum Is n smoke dried head of a B ra­ 
silian Indian secured on the headw a­ 
ters of the Tnpajos river In 1877 or 
1878. 
It was presented to the museum 
by Dr. C. ll. Merriam of Washington. 
This grewsoiue object Is one of the 
few .specimens lit this country of thcMc 
rare human trophies collected and pre- 
(sired by the PareutlnUn tribe of tho 
Tapajos river in Para, Brazil. 
It Im ii 
relic of another tribes man who w as 
killed and hlM bead preserved by the 
Parent latin*. 
Dr, Merriam says that about forty 
years ago while he wns In New York 
city Ernest T. Morris, a young South 
\ merlon ti explorer, cam e to him with 
this head and several others, which he 
desired to dispose of as soon a s (mssI 
blo. being badly Iii need of funds. 
In 
relating bls «*xj*erk*n« e* Mr. Morris 
stilled that while bo was traveling 
near the headw aters of the Tnpujoa 
river lie wa* captured by tile Indians 
and kept prisoner for several years. 
In attem pting to make their captive 
into an Indian like themselves they 
tattooed his cheeks and lower Jaw w ith 
native pigments, which he found he 
could not remove.
